Dr. Oughton, Fifty-third street and Lake 
avenue, has been treating the Captain for 
several months, and at the suggestion of 
Inspector Hunt he made a close examination 
of the Captain’s condition on Tuesday. On 
that day he gave it as his opinion that the 
police official required immediate treatment 
in asanitarium. The physician does not hold 
out strong hopes of his patient’s recovery 
within» a short period, but he believes that 
absolute rest at a proper retreat will final- 
ly restore him.

Throngs Are Enormous. 

The scene on the Champs Diysées is like 
that on popular féte days. The throngs are 
enormous, and multitudes of carriages are 
driving about. From time to time a solemn 
hush falls upon the crowd, and every head 
is bared as a hearse passes by. 

The unidentified bodies, as well as the 
jewels, recovered from the débris have 
been photographed by the Bertillon meth- 
od. The funeral service of the victims has 
been fixed for the Cathedral of Notre Dame,

At tonight’s session of the Cabinet it was 
decided to ask the Chamber of Deputies for 
a special credit in ald of the needy families. 
The Minister of Justice communicated to 
his colleagues the first results of the inquiry 
into the causes of the fire. The Investigat- 
ing Magistrate, M. Bertolu, reports that 
there was great carelessness and imprudence 
in the principal arrangements for the ba- 
gaar. 

The Grand Opera-House, the Opera Com- 
ique, the Theater Francaise, and the Odeon 
are closed tonight as a mark of respect for 
the families of the victims. 

Such theaters as are open are almost 
empty and the large cafés on the boulevards 
are practically deserted. 

Since 5 o'clock this morning crowds of peo- 
ple have been flocking to the Palais de In- 
dustrie, where many of the bodies and a 
large number of the injured were taken. At 
6 o'clock a detachment of the Garde Repub- 
Uque relieved the detachment of infantry 
which had been on duty all night long about 
the scene of the catastrophe. 

At 6 o' clock there was a movement towards 
a corner of the ruins and another body was 
slowly drawn from the mass with which it 
had been covered. It was little more than 
a black trunk, headless and limbless, and 
little hope is entertained of discovering its 


stances, the firemen and police, upon dis- 
covering a body, carefully overhauled every- 
thing near it and under it, in order to dis- 
cover if possible some piece of jewelry or 
other article which might lead to the identi- 
fication of the remains. 


Bodies Taken Away at Once. 


So- soon as the bodies are claimed by the 
anxious relatives and others who are search- 
ing for the miesing and who have been hov- 
éring in debpair about this spot throughout 
the night they are placed in carriages held 
in waiting and taken to their former homes. 

The scene at night was a remarkable one. 
Long lines of infantry were drawn in cordon 
around the dreadful spot. The bonfires and 
torches, electric lights and gas jets used 
to illuminate the scene reflected upon the 
bayoreéts and accoutrements of the soldiers 
and threw a ghastly illumination upon the 
houses of the vicinity, the windows of which 
were crowded during most of the night with 
people watching the work of horror. Every 
now and then a hearse would be called from 
the Une of vehicles stationed in proximity 
to the scene of the fire, a black mass of what 
was but so recently joyous humanity would 
be tenderly lifted into it, and another un- 
fortunate victim of the conflagration would 
be taken to one of the temporary mergues 
in the Palais de Industrie or at the neigh- 
boring Hospital Beaujon. : 

Frequently as many as a dozen hearses 
were gathered together in the courtyard of 
the Palais de l'Industrie, and opposite the 
entrance of that buiMing hundreds of coffins 
were ranged, ready to receive the bodies of 
those who had perished in that terrible 
Stampede and which had subsequently, in 
— cases, been charred beyond recogni- 

on, 

Terrible Scenes of Despair. 

The scenes witnessed among those who re- 
mained about the fatal spot throughout the 
night, unable to tear themselves away and 
indifferent to the entreaties of their friends 
or relatives, baffle description. Upon sev- 
eral occasions a distratted father or mother, 
half mad with grief, would endeavor to force 
& way through the line of soldiers or the 
inner Une of police drawn about the black- 


lost parents, and the old, young, and middle- 
aged joined in the murmurs of lamentation 
and exchanged hopes and fears. 

| The atmosphere of the hall in the Palais de 
T'Industrie, where the burned bodies were 
ranged, was almost unbearable, and there 
again most heartrending scenes were wit- 
nessed. Men, women, and children passed 
up and down, weeping distractedly, hefore 
the lines of black bodies, eagerly scanning 
the terrible remains, and now and then 
throwing themselves down by the side of 
some seemingly unrecognizable corpse which 
they, by an instinct which an outsider could 
not understand, made out some dearly loved 
one and missing relatéve. 


President Faure Consoles Wounded. 


President Faure all yesterday evening was 
in constant communication with the Prefect 
of Police; who forwarded to him the names 
of the identified dead, and those of the in- 
jured. 

The President also dispatched orderly 
officers everywhere to inquire into the con- 
dition of the injured, and, hearing that a 
number of the latter had been taken to the 
Hospital Beaujon, the President at 10 o’clock 
proceeded there to console them. - 

In the courtyard of the hospital Presi- 
dent Faure met the surgeons who were at- 
tending the injured, and thanked them for 
their. devotion. 

Mme. Flores, the wife of the Spanish Con- 
sul, expired just as President Faure reached 
her bedside. , 

Many tales of despairare told. Mme. Feu- 
lard was saved by her husband, who, as soon 
as he had placed her in safety, dashed back 
to the burning building in order to save his 
daughter. He had clasped the girl in his 
arms and had nearly reached the door when 
they were caught in the flames, and father 
and daughter perished before the eyes of the 
agonized mother. 

The Baron de Mackau had a similar ex- 
perience. Seven times he penetrated the 
flaming ruins in search of his sister, each 
time to save another, and only to see his 
sister, later, fall before his eyes, when he 
no longer had strength to lift her. 

The Marquise d' Aigle was rescued by a 
fireman after she had given herself up as 
lost, All her friends had fallen around her, 
and she was on her knees in prayer awaiting 
death, when a fireman caught her up and suc- 
ceeded in extricating her, though she was 
frightfully burned. 

The women who succeeded in escaping

Flimsy Capes Caused Death. 

The fact That the faces and heads of the 
dead were so horribly charred and disfigured ; 
is explained by the fact that the capes worn 
were generally of flimsy material and were 
the first articles of apparel to catch fire.

Fate of Duchesse d’Alencon. 

It was known that the body of the Duch- 
esse d’Alencon was among the ruins, and 
up te daybreak her husband refused to quit 
the scene, and only went home after day- 
break because he was physically incapable 
of further exertion, The Queen of Naples 
and other relatives of the missing Duchesse 
sat up all night long at the hotel of the Duc 
d’Alencon in the Avenue Friedland, awaiting 
news. 

During the afternoon the bodies of the 
Duchesse and six others were identified. 

The Duchesse was the sister of the Em- 
press of Austria and sister of the wife of 
Prince Ferdinand of Orleans. -She was a 
Duchess of Bavaria, and was born in 1847 
and married in 1868 Her daughter, Prin- 
cess Louise, is married to Prince Alphonse 
of Bavaria, and her son, Prince Phillippe, 
is the husband of Princess Henriette of Bel- 
gium. The former Queen of Naples is one 
of her sisters. The Duchesse was a woman 
of great wealth and one of the most prom- 
inent women of France. 

Particulars regarding the finding of the 
remains of the Duchesse show that the 
secretary of the prefecture, accompanied 
by the maid of the Duchesse and a footman 
belonging to the household of the Duc, ex- 
amined the rows of bodies. The two serv- 
ants stopped before a blackened and muti- 
lated corpse. They declared that it was the 
body of their mistress, and also sent for the 
dentist of the Duchesse. The latter, after 
examining the corpse for half an hour, de- 
clared it was not that of the Duchesse. He 
claimed there was a tooth too many in the 
head, but the servants insisted, whereupon 
the dentist and two doctors operated upon 

was able 
to formally identify the remains as being 
those of the Duchesse d’Alencon. 

The mother of the 4-year-old child, Alfred 
David, one of the victims, arrived during 
the day for the purpose of taking the body 
away with her. It was decided, however, 
that it was inadvisable to show her the 
ghastly remains of her child. 

When this news was communicated to the 
unfortunate mother, in a paroxysm of grief 
she tried to force her way into the mortu- 
ary hall, screaming: “ I will see my child!“

CAREER OF THE DUCHESSE D'ALENCON 


As Eighteenth Fiancee of King Lud- 
wig of Bavaria She Proved Fickle 
to Her Love.

Some 
very nteresting details respecting the 
Duchesse d’Alencon are published by Ger- 
man papers. The Duchesse was the 
eighteenth flancée of the unfortunate King 
Ludwig of Bavaria. The afflanced couple 
passed in the whole of Bavaria as poesy per- 
sonified. Ludwig erected in the winter gar- 
den a kind of altar with her bust, before 
which he passed those hours which he was 
obliged to spend without her. Most re- 
nowned artists were commissioned to im- 
mortalise her both in stone aid on canvas. 
The celebrated copper engraver, Barfus, was 
instructed to draw her in the presence of the 
King, who, at the view of the first proof 
impression, exclaimed enthusiastically: “A 
kingly bride.“ ! 

"She was represented in a serrated lace 
trimmed dress and bridal veil. 

Immediately afterwards Ludwig heard of 
her fickleness and of her coquetries with 
a Munich photographer. Thereupon he de- 
stroyed the copper engraving by some acid 
and only one impression of it is in existence. 
Next he threw the bust of the Princess 
through a window in the wintergarten, down 
into the court-yard, where smashed. These 
disillusions undoubtedly contributed to the 
subsequent insanity of the King. 


EMPRESS ELIZABETH I8 PROSTRATED. 


News of the Death of Her Favorite Sis- 
ter Falls as a Terrible Blow 
at Vienna.

RSCAPE OF THE DUCHESSE D’UZES. 


Can Compare the Spread of the Fire 
Only to the Sudden Explosion 
of a Rocket.

Albert de Mun, who was last month elected 
a member of the French Academy. He is the 
most eloquent orator in favor of the Royalists 
in France. He has organized leagues of Cath- 
olle workmen, and given much attention to 
the study of sociological questions. He is the 
great-grandson of Helvetius, the materialist 
philosopher. 

COMTESSE DE MIRIMEL was a leader in the 

COMTESSE DE GREFPBULHE, née de la Roche- 
foucauld, was the wife of Henry de Grefbulhe. 
His fortune is estimated at $2,000,000. He as- 
sembled at his weekly receptions in Paris all 
the distinguished members of the ancient no- 
bility of France. The Comtesse was celebrated 
for the charm of her personality. — 
Legitimist circles of Parisian society. She was 
the owner of a mansion in the Pére Marceau 
and of a palace on the Loire, where the police 
of Paris looked for conspiracies against the 
republic. She was a great admirer of the 
Duchesse de Berry, and, like her, was sus- 
pected of the ambition to lead a restoration 
of the monarchy. But it was well known that 
‘Bhe had become reconciled to the republic since 
the experiment Of the Duchesse d' Uses with 
the Boulangist faction. 

COMTESSE DE BRADEVILLE was a leader in 
the aristocratic circles of Roman Catholic 
society in Paris. She was one of the most 
generous donors to the new.cathedral at Mon- 
parnasse. 

COMTESSE DE SUBERSAC was the wife of a 
land owner whose fortune is estimated at 
$1,000,000. He is a Gascon noted in Parisian 
ve society dor the brilliancy of his 
wit. 

DUCHESSE D’ALENCON ‘was a sister of the 
Empress of Austria and wife of Prince Fer- 
dinand of Orleans, second son of the Prince 
de Joinville and brother of the Duc D’ Aumale. 
He was a grandson of Louis Philippe. The 
Duchesse was 50 years ald. Her son, the Duc 
de Vendome, was married last year to the 
Princess Henrietta of Belgium. The Duchesse 
was born a Princess of Bavaria of the younger 
branch. The ex-Queen of Naples is her sis- 
ter. The Duchesse was devoted to the Due 
D’Aumale, her brother-in-law, whose treas- 
ures of art and literature at Chantilly have 
been used by her in the composition of several 
historical essays.

He was Minister of 
War in several French Cabinets and excited 
adverse criticism by the candor of his expres- 
sions on public affairs. He was regarded, how- 
ever, as an efficient officer and was highly es- 
teemed. 

FATHER MARBEAU was the Cure of Saint Hon- 
oré d' Eylau, and had formed a collection of 
scarce books on the history of Paris. His work 
descriptive of them is valuable. 

MARQUISE DE GALLIFET was the wife of 
Gen. Gaston Alexandre Auguste de Gallifet. 
He was distinguished in the Crimean war, in 
Mexico before Puebla, in the army of the 
Rhine as the Colonel of the Third Regiment, 
in Africa in battle against tribes of Elgoleah, 
and during the Commune in suppressing the 
rioters. He would be in command of Paris in 
case of a siege, although he has retired from 
the army. He is a grand officer of the Legion 
of Honor, and is popular. 

MARQUISE DE FLORES was the wife of the 
Spanish Consul at Paris, at whose receptions 
one met all the distinguished residents of Paris 

„ whése language was Spanish. The exiled 
statesmen of South America were welcome al- 
ways at the house of the Marquise de Flores. 

MMB. DE CLERMONT was a leader in fashion- 
able scriety, famous for the lavishness of her 
entertainments. 

MME. DE CARAYON-LATOUR was the daughter 
of the Comte de Chevigny and wife of Albert 
de Carayon-Latour. He is celebrated in fash- 
jonable socléty of Paris as a skiliful fencer. 
He is of an old French noble family and a man 
of great wealth. 1 

MME. BRASIER DH THUY’S gifts to the char- 
itable societies of Paris have been generous. 

MME. GUSTAVE SCHLUMBERGDRR was the 
wife of the French numismatist, member of 
the jnstitute, whose works on Byzantine his- 
tory are of value. is very wealthy. Their 
son was for several years a picturesque figure 
in bohemian resorts of New York. He had 
displeased his parents, who paid him a liberal 
pension to live abroad, M. Schlumberger is a 
member of many of the learned societies of 
Europe. He was the organizer of the French 
historical monetary exhibition at the Troca- 
dero in Paris in 1878. 

MME. GEORGE EUGEND HAUSSMANN was 
the widow of the Baron to whom Napoleon III. 
owed his election as President of the French 
Republic in 1848. It was under the Baron's di- 
rection, during the empire, that the new 
Paris was built. Mme. Haussmann wrote the 
greater part of her husband’s ‘‘ Memoirs,“ 
which were published in 1891. 

. JACQUES HAUSSMANN was a nephew of 
Baron Haussmann, and great-grand nephew 
of a member of the convention which decreed 
the death of Louis XVI. He was a banker, 
a man of wealth, end a leader in all the 
charitable undertakings of Paris society. 

MME. EMILE HOSKIER was the wife of the 
Russian banker, who has played a part in all 
the national loans of France to Russia. His 
fortune is regarded as fabulous. He was on 
his way to St. Petersburg when the fire oc- 
curred. She was the aunt of H. C. Hoskier of 
the firm of L. von Hoffman & Co., bankers, of 
New York. 

MME. ROLAND GOSSELEN was the daughter of 
Emile Hoskier, and wife of Roland Gosselin, 
one of the twenty authorized exchange 
brokers of Paris. Her sister and Mrs. Pierre 
Girod, who was also in their company, escaped 
from the fire. 

MME. MOREAU-NELATON was a daughter of 
Auguste Nelaton, the famous surgeon, who died 
in 1878. Her husband, Moreau, a wealthy re- 
tired merchant, has a fortune which is esti- 
mated at $1,000,000. 

VICOMTESSS HUNOL-HOLSTELN was the wife 
of one of the best known members of the Jockey 
club. The lavishness with which the Vicomtesse 
dispensed hospitality has been the talk of 
Paris for several years. The portrait of the 
Vicomtesse, painted by Carolus Duran, was 
@ great success at one of the salons. She had 
been beautiful, and was highly esteemed.

Turks Try to Siese Hills. 

‘London, May 6.—The correspondent of the 

Daily Telegraph at Volo, under date of 
Wednesday, says: . 

“The biggest battle of the war began 
near Velestino this morning. As a result of 
it the Turkish force of 40,000 men has been 
repulsed. The Turkish plan was to seize 
the hills on the north, dividing Pharsala 
from Velestino.”’ 

The Athens correspondent of the Stand- 
ard, under date of Wednesday, says: 

“There is great rejoicing over the re- 
ceipt of the official telegram from Pharsala 
saying that the Turks have been repulsed 
and that the Greeks hold their positions 
after a three hours’ battle. The dispatch 
says that Crown Prince Constantine and 
Prince Nicholas fought courageously in the 
front rank, risking their lives a hundred 
times, and that they had an ovation from 
the whole army when the fighting was 
over.“ 

The government has forwarded to them 
its warmest congratulations. The King and 
the Cabinet have also addressed a mani- 
‘esto to the troops, congratulating them 
upon their courage and patriotic devotion. 

“The public is overjoyed and is already 
forgetting the earlier blunders of the cam- 
paign. A decisive battle is expected at 
Pharsala tomorrow (Thursday).“ 

A dispatch to the Daily News from Veles- 
tino dated Wednesday says: 

»The Turks today were répulsed after 
five hours’ fighting with a heavy loss. 
Simultaneously Edhem Pasha’s main force 
engaged the Greek outposts at Pharsala 
aud the fighting lasted from 2 p. m. unfil 
7:30 p. m., both armies retaining their orig- 
inal positions.“ 


Maj. Pallis’ Report. 


The Athens correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, under date of Wednesday, says: 

Following is the official dispatch from 
Maj. Pallis, chief of staff of the Greek forces 
in Thessaly, describing the fight at Pharsala: 

The Turks attacked our advance posts 
at 2 o’clock. Since yesterday the enemy’s 
movement had indicated an intention to cut 
off our left wing, and today they attacked 
our front. Our advance posts retreated, as 
they were fighting against very superior 
numbers, and took up a position in front of 
our right wing. An artillery duel ensued 
along the extensive line. The enemy’s in- 
fantry advanced ein perfect order at three 
points and in large numbers, but they were 
speedily checked by our infantry. 

“The respective losses are as yet un- 
known. The Crown Prince took a very 
active part in the combat and advanced 
within range of the Turkish fire, greatly 
inspiring the men. Prince Nicholas was 
equally active at the right wing and directed 
the fire of his battery against the Turkish 
batteries. His coolness greatly encouraged 
the. troops. 

“We maintain all our positions intact 
and the engagement will certainly be con- 
tinued tomorrow—Thursday. We calculate 
that about 15,000 Turks attacked our rigit 
wing. They rushed down the hill slopes 
in vast numbers: The enemy was our su- 
perior in both artillery and cavalry; the 
caliber of their guns was larger, while their 
number was almost double ours. We had 
no cavalry, because our only squadron has 
been used for scouting and had gone to 
Trikkala.“ 


Will Fight Again Today. 


Pharsala, May 5.—The correspondent of 
the Associated Press says the Greek line was 


attacked today by a Turkish force of 20,000 


infantry in addition to artillery and cavalry. 
Col. Makris commanded the Greek left wing 
and Col. Mavromichalis the right wing. Both 
repulsed the Turks with great slaughter. 
The railway station was destroyed by the 
Turkish shells and railway communication 
between this point and Volo is interrupted. 
Preparations are being made with the ut- 
most activity for the battle which seems 
inevitable tomorrow (Thursday). 

London, May 5.—The Athens correspogd- 
ent of the Daily Mail says:

Increase in Taxation on the Product 
of the Breweries There Will Be 
$1,381,724 Per Year. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 5.[(—Special.}—The 
proposed increase in the tax on beer in the 


Senate tariff bill will have an important. 


bearing upen the brewing industry of Mil- 
waukee. It will result in an increase of 
$1,381,724 a year over the present tax paid 
by the breweries of Milwaukee. The brew- 
ers are of the opinion, however, that the pro- 
posed increase in the tax will not be made. 
Capt. Frederick Pabst sald: Of course, we 
don’t like it. We do not think that the tax 
ought to be put on the brewery industry of 
the country, as we are taxed heavily enough 
as it is. We in Milwaukee have to compete 
with the brewers all over the United States 
and an increased tax will only go towards 
making successful competition on our part 
more difficult. In the end the result will be 
that the additional tax is added to the price 
of beer.” 

Capt. Pabst admitted that the increased 
tax would have a tendency to reduce the 
number of saloons.

CHICA( O MEN ON TARIFF AMENDMENTS 


Most of the Proposed Changes Are Re- 
garded Favorably—Sugar Clause 
Puzzies Dealers. 


Business-men of Chicago talk freely of the 
Scnate amendments to the tariff bill. The 
clause which is puzzling is that relating to 
sugar, and dealers in that commodity frank- 
ly confess they do not understand. what it 
means. 

In reference to the duty on sugar as fixed 
by the Senate bill, A. A. Sprague of Sprague, 
Warner & Co. said: 

“The bill is said to provide for an ad- 
vance of one-quarter cent on the present 
duty. If imposed, I estimate that the in- 
crease of cost to consumers would be one- 
haif cent a pound. This would be an in- 
crease of 10 per cent on the present cost. 
Such a duty would make no difference in the 
amount of sugar sold and used. The bill at 
its present stage has had the effect of mak- 
ing the sugar trade strong and active, but 
the price has not yet been affected.“ 

Graeme Stewart of W. M. Hoyt & Co. 

said: 
I have studied carefully the Senate bill’s 
provision regarding sugar, but I am unable 
to understand it, and I have not yet seen 
any one who could understand it.“ 

Concerning the proposed duty of 10 cents 
A pound on tea and three cents a pound on 
a H. F. Brown of W. M. Hoyt & Co. 
said: 

In the case bf tea the increased duty 

would be collected almost entirely from the 
retaii dealers, who, with a few honorable 
exceptions, extort from their ignorant cus- 
tomers a profit of from 50 to 150 per cent. 
indeed, it is well understood that they re- 
coup all the shrinkage on the rest of their 
stock by the exorbitant charge they make 
Ou tea. ; 
“If this duty of 10 cents is imposed they 
will still find it impossible to extort any 
more from their customers than they do 
now, though they will have to pay more 
for it to the wholesale dealer. Not only 
so, but the duty will have the effect of rais- 
ing the average quality of the tea consumed. 
The increased cost to the retailer will put 
an end to the practice of making presents 
of crockery and such things to customers, 
one of the prolific causes of poor goods for 
the consumer. 

“The Senate bill makes coffee free, but 
it has beem proposed to put a duty of two 
or three cents a pound on it. As coffee is 
selling now for one-half of what it sold a 
year ago, it looks to me like a promising 
neld for duty. The burden would fall exclu- 
sively on the consumer, but the effect would 
be to improve the grades.”

ARE WIPED OFF THE MAP 


BROOKLYN AND LONG ISLAND CITY 
DISAPPEAR. 


Gov. Black Affixes His Signature to the 
Greater New York Charter and It 
Now Becomes Law—City Now Covers 
3592 Square Miles of Territory— 
Election of the First Mayor of the 


Second City in the World to Be Held 


Next Nov. 2. 


New York, May 5.—{Special.]—Gov.. Black 
today signed the Greater New York char- 
ter and the second city of the world in pop- 
ulation sprang into being, though not till 
Jan. 1, 1898, will its official existence begin. 

The first Mayor of the new city will be 
elected next November. The administration 
of the corporation of which he will be the 
head will cost $55,000,000 a year, and al- 
ready opposing armies are being arrayed 
to carry the election. 

The following is a brief synopsis of the 
main provisions of the new charter: 

The municipality is divided into five 
boroughs, Manhattan, Bronx, Brooklyn, 
Queens, and Richmond. which are in turn 
each subdivided into ten Council districts. 
The Mayor will be elected for four years 
at a salary of $15,000 per annum, instead 
of for two years at $10,000 as at present. 
With the exception of the Controller, who 
will be elected by popular vote, all munici- 
pal officers will be appointed by the Mayor, 
who mave remove at will during the first six 
months of his tenure. 

There will be only one police force, under 
a bipartisan board of four, as at present. 
The Gepartment of public works is abol- 
ished, and water supply, sewer, bridge, and 
street bureaus will replace it, their heads 
to be appointed by the Mayor. 

There will be a municipal Legislature of 
two Houses, the Council of twenty-eight 
members elected from designated districts 
and the Assembly of five members from 
each of the twenty-one Senatorial districts 
in the Greater New York. Of course, Brook- 
lyn and Long Island City are names no 
longer known on the map. ; 

Greater New York covers a territory 350% 
equare miles, thirty-two miles long, and 
sixteen miles wide, with an estimated pop- 
ulation of about 3,400,000, second in both 
respects only to London. The first Mayor 
will be elected Nov. 2 next.

New York, May 5.—[Special.]J—In the will 
of Howard Potter, which was filed in the 
Surrogate’s office here today Cora Urquhart 
Potter, the actress, and wife of his son, 
James Brown Potter, was cut off without a 
penny. The value of the estate is not given,

Having in various clauses of this will 
specifically referred to this clause, I hereby 
declare it my intention to and I do hereby 
exclude from any participation now or bene- 
fit in my estate any or all such of thechfldren 
of my son, James Brown Potter, as may be 
born to him by the said Cora Urquhart Pot- 
ter after July 1, 1880, and also the issue of 
any such child.“

He recited the efforts of the league in 
Boston and its achievements in that city, 
mentioning as some noteworthy reforms the 
lengthening of the term of the Mayor, single- 
headed bureaus substituted for Commission- 
ers, and the creation of a Mayor’s Cabinet, 
to consist of members selected from leading 
‘trade and business bodies, to serve in a 
purely advisory capacity. The league’s ac- 
tivity, he said, had been mainly along legis- 
lative lines, although it has exerted in some 
direction a most salutary influence political- 
ly. The. ogress of the work in Providence, 
Buffalo, and Cincinnati was also favorably 
commented upon. 

Ryerson Ritchie of the Cleveland Chamber 
of Commerce read a paper on “‘ Commercial 
Organization and Municipal Reform.” The 
benefits o? the activity of the Chamber of

A picked company 
of 150 men, chosen from the Fourth United 
States Infantry, headed by the Fourth In- 
fantry Band, under command of Maj. Gil- 
bert S. Carpenter, had boarded the Chicago 
and Northwestern train and was on the 
way to the city. 

A junction of the two bodies of troops 
was made at Illinois and Rush streets, 
where several thousand people gathered to 
witness the arrival of the regulars.“ From 
Sheridan Park the cavalry and artillery en- 
tered the city by way of Evanston avenue, 
Lincoln Park, and Clark street. 


Escort by Second Regiment. 


When the infantry had joined the col- 
umn the United States troops marched to 
the Second Regiment Armory, where an 
escort from the Second Regiment, I. N. G., 
under command of Maj. Holman G. Purin- 
ton, had been drawn up to receive them. 
The usual military courtesies were ex- 
chnaged and the National Guard, preceded 
by Brooke’s Second Regiment Band, fell 
in behind the United States troops. 

The march to the Coliseum was by way 
of Michigan avenue to Thirty-fifth street, 
to Grand boulevard, through Washington 
Park, and to the Coliseum. 

En route the company camped for din- 
ner at Thirty-seventh street and Grand 
boulevard, and the aristocratic citizens in 
the neighborhood were initiated into the in- 
tricacies of a military meal.

There are one or two mo- 
ments of that ultra-realistm which has al- 
ways been a characteristic of the American 
drama and now more than ever threatens 
to stand in the way of its artistic develop- 
ment. It is possible that farmers in New

Mr. Herne’s company is much as it always 
has been, with the exception of Miss Lucy 
Morrow, who takes the part of Helen Berry.

There is rather a curious anachronism in 
the first act of Rosemary which is worth 
mentioning, not because it really affects the 
value of the play, but because Mr. Louis 
Parker has taken so strong a stand for his- 
torical accuracy that it is amusing to catch 
him napping. It will be remembered that in 
the opening scene Sir Jasper Thorndyke is 
discovered wending his way home in the 
dark with a copy of Nicholas Nickleby,” 
from which he quotes a few words.

SUPREME COURT T0 DECIDE ‘TODAY. 4 


Opinion on the Constitutionality of 
the Recent Judicial Apportion-~ 
ment to BeiRendered. 


Mount Vernon, III., May 5.—[Special. }— 
Ex-Assistant Attorney-General Scofield of 
Chicago and T. T. Beach of Lincoln argued 
the unconstitutionality of the recent judi- 
cial apportionment by the present General 
Assembly before the Supreme Court this 
forenoon, while Attorney-General E. C. 
Akin and Capt. Hill of Joliet defended ite 
constitutionality. 

Gen. Scofield delivered an able argument, 
his principal contention being that the pres- 
ent session, not having adjourned, could not 
constitutionally enact a new apportionment 


to take effect in time to affect the coming 


elections without an emergency clause. He 
defined the word session to mean the 
beginning and the ending, and said that the 
present session, not having adjourned, could 
not be construed to mean the session next 
preceding the election,“ as required by the 
Constitution. He also argued that the addi- 
tional circuits, entailing an expense of 380, 
000 per annum upon the people, were, out- 
side of Cook County, entirely unnecessary. 

Attorney-General Akin, in reply, claimed 
that the Supreme Court had already given 
the word “ session’ a legal definition, and 
that under that decision the present General 
Assembly is the only session next precéd- 
ing the election,“ and that the present law 
is constitutional. He argued that the in- 
creased population and increased legal busi- 
ness of the people demanded remedial legis- 
lation, and that the act of 1897 simply cre- 
ated additional districts and erased imag- 
inary boundary lines by making new ones; 
that this legislation was enacted in response 
to the demand of the people through their 
legally chosen representatives, and that the 
emergency clause is entirely unnecessary in 
order that the law may be declared conett- 
tutional. It is likely the court will pass on 
the question at the opening of the court 
tomorrow morning.

SENATE AMENDMENTS TO DINGLEY BILL. 
It is asserted in a dispatch from Wash- 


ington that President McKinley is opposed , 


to the project of raising the tax on beer and 
levying a duty on tea, and that he considers 


the proposition to be an attack on the pro- 


tection policy. Tun Tsun does not be- 
lieve that the President feels any such op- 
position or that he will do anything to de- 
feat these provisions, which have come up 
as Senate amendments to the new tariff bill. 
He must recognize that the Dingley bill as 
it went to the Senate did not provide for 
sufficient revenue to run the government for 
the next two or three years. It is undoubt- 


edly true that there are extreme protec- 


tionists who would like todo away with in- 
ternal revenue taxes entirely, so as to have 
an excuse for imposing probibitive duties 
on about all competitive manufactures. 
But the President does not belong to that 
class, He recognizes the fact that internal 
revenue taxes constitute one of the princi- 
pal and necessary sources of income. 
Before the war, when the expenses of the 
government were only 70 or 80 millions of 
dollars a year, it was comparatively easy 
to obtain from customs duties and the sale 
of government land enough revenue to meet 
all these expenses. That is out of the 
question at this time, when the total ex- 
penditure of the government is about 500 
millions a year. There are paid out an- 
nually now on account of pensions about 
140 millions, or nearly twice the total gov- 
ernment expenses before the rebellion. 
Then the fixed charges on account of a large 
public debt are up in the millions; larger ap- 
propriations are necessary on account /of 
the army, navy, and fortifications, and 
Congress cannot be pérsuaded to stop mak- 
ing appropriations for public buildings, 
whether they are needed or not, and for 
river and harbor improvements, whether 


they are proper or not. The utmost that 


can be squeezed out of customs duties, 
when they are as high as they can be made 
without being prohibitive and thus abortive 
in obtaining revenue, is about 200 millions 
a year, and it is necessary to look for the 
bulk of the remainder to the internal rev- 
enue taxes of spirits, malt liquors, and to- 
bacco. 

The President is well aware of the fact 
that the tariff bill will not reach him before 


July 1, and he knows that; in anticipation ) 


of the passage of that bill, there will be im- 
ported about 200 millions’ worth of goods 
in oder to escape payment of the higher 
customs duties. The President knows also 
that these goods will not be fiually disposed 
of for two or three years, but will be dis- 
tributed little by little among the consum- 
ers. In the meanwhile there will be a de- 
cided falling off in imports in consequence 
of this overstocking. This will mean a 
large falling off in revenue. It will mean 
aiso, unless such sources of supply as the 
duty on tea and increased tax on beer are 
resorted to, a great deficiency in the gov- 
ernment income. The Treasury Depart- 
ment will be forced to use up all the surplus 
on hand and invade the gold reserve to pay 
current expenses. It may be necessary 
even to sell bonds—a policy which the Pres- 
ident has condemned—in order to meet the 
demands on the government. The Presi- 
dent, therefore, is well aware of the ne- 
cessity for these amendments which the 
Senate committee has prepared providing 
for a duty on tea and a higher tax on beer, 
and he must see that they do not in any way 
assail the principle of protection, but are 
necessary provisions to enable the govern- 
ment to pay its expenses. Tue Trisune, 
therefore, does not believe that the Presi- 
dent has set his face against the amend- 
ments nor that he will oppose them. On 
the contrary, Tue Trisune thinks the 
President will be inclined to give the ex- 
cellent amendments the hearty indérse- 
ment they deserve. 


SMOLENSKI VS. CONSTANTINE. 
Gen. Smolenski, who is one of the few 


fighting Greek Generals, charaetcrizes the 
rout of the army after the battle of Mati as 
“a panic without reason and a retreat with- 
out excuse.” He says the troops were the 
same who withstood the Turks five days at 
Reveni against tremendous odds. “ Believe 
me,” he says, “it was blundering on the 
part of the Prince and the staff and noth- 
ing else that drove them into a panic.” 
There is no question that Gen. Smolen- 
ski is correct in his statement. But now 
comes Prince Constantine, who was in com- 
mand of the army at the time, and says he 


is reproached for having given orders to | 


leave the position, whereas “ you are at lib- 
erty to declare that no such order was ever 
penned by me. However, those in com- 
mand, upon their own responsibility, and 
for reasons I -eannot discuss, ordered the 
retreat from Mati and Derelia. When once 
I was confronted with the fact that a re- 


treat had been ordered I took it upon me 


to leave Larissa and bring back the army 
to Pharsala.” Was there ever a more open 
confestion of cowardice and impotence 


made by a commanding General than this? 


Prince Constantine himself was the com- 
manding General, and he was unliampered 
by instructions from Athens. His word 
was supposed to be absolute and final. Yet 
when subordinates order a retreat he obeys 
it and probably was the first to fly, lenving 
behind ‘him five million francs’ worth of 


arms, ammunition, and supplies! He head- 
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enuse he is of the blood royal. At the first 
opportunity he has proved himself both 
cowardly and incompetent, and has precipi- 
‘tated a terrible disaster upon his country. 
The little kingdom is now in a4 bad way: The 
Turks have demanded a big indemnity, half 
its fleet and its best province. They might 
in fact as well take the whole kingdom. 
There is nothing to prevent them from se- 
curing their demands unless England inter- 
venes. It might easily place 50,000 troops 
on Turkish soil if the Sultan should prove 
recalcitrant, and its huge fleet ould go up 
the Dardanelles unopposed and burn the 
accursed eapital of the unspeakable Turk, 
and this is what England should do. If it 
precipitated a European war in what better 
cause could England be engaged? 
FIRE HORROR IN PARIS, : 

Paris has contributed to the record of the 
century one of the most conspicuous disas- 
ters. The fire which suddegly enveloped a 
gala assemblage of some of the most nota- 
ble men and women of the French capital 
and transformed a scene of fashionable 
splendor into a terrible harvest of death 
was in many respects a horror unparalleled 
within the memory of the present genera- 
tion. Every circumstance was in alliance 
with the flames to make the tragedy over- 
whelming. The people had been brought 
together to inaugurate an annua! charitable 
function. It was held in a great barn of a 
structure which figtired in the exposition of 
1880 as Old Paris.“ The arrangement of 
the interior appears to have been something 
like that of Old Vienna” at the Chicago 
World’s Fair, excepting that the Paris old 
city’ was entirely inclosed. There was a 
succession of booths filled with the usual 
finery of a bazaar and presided over by the 
most representative and distinguished wom- 
en of title and beauty in Paris. The 
opening of the exhibition at 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon was at an hour when the largest 
number of notable people found it conven- 
ient to be present, and when the first alarm 
sounded the structure appears to have been 
filled to overflowing with a dense concourse, 
numbering close to 2,000. 

The explosion of a small amp seems to 
have been the small beginning of the awful 
calamity. The inflammable hangings of the 
booth ignited, the fire spread with frightful 
rapidity to neighboring booths, and before 
any effort to avert a panic could be made 
the entire interior of the building was 


structure no precaution seems to have becn 
taken to lessen the danger from fire. There 
were eight means of exit, but their locations 
were not indicated by placards nor in any 
other conspicuous manner, and for most 
of the terror-stricken guests they might just 
as well not have been in existence. The 
fire, moreover, swept at the outset towards 
the front of the building, practically making 
the exits unavailable for hundreds and 
driving them back into the interior against 
dead walls and to certain death. The swift 
destruction wrought by the flames which 
ran unchecked from booth to booth was 
added to by living firebrands. The light 
gowns of many women and girls caught fire 
and in a fury of despair these victims 
dashed wildly through the massed throngs, 
scatiering the death-dealing flames as they 
ran and starting other living firebrands on 
a crazed flight. 

The building was so hopelessly at the 
mercy of fire that the disaster, widespread 
as it was, proved of brief duration. Within 
fifteen minutes after the first ontcry of 
terror the battle for life was over. The 
great bazaar of fashion was in ruins and 
buried beneath the ashes of silks and laces 
and choicest finery were considerably over 
100 human sacrifices, each one of whom was 
connected with the fashionable or larger 
industrial life of the great metropolis by the 
intimate ties of kinship or commanding 
wealth, while lying in hospitals and adja- 
cent homes were about 200 more who had 
managed to reach points of safety, severely 
injured but yet alive. 

The immensity of the loss of life is partly 
accounted for by the mature of the fire trap 
into which the people were packed, though 
the result would have been the same had 
its walls been of brick and stone, but it 
also was due to some extent to the lack of 
available water, It does not appear that a 
drop of water could be supplied to check 
the ravages of the flames before the building 
had fallen in ruins and the full harvest of 
death had been garnered. The firemen, 
though prompt to reach the scene, could act 
only as a life-saving corps, yet were power- 
less to be of much service when the lives to 
be saved were in the midst of a seething 
mass. Yet in the few minutes in which so 
much was concentrated there were many 
deeds of heroism, Lives were risked and 
lost in efforts to save others. One fireman 
went to deserved immortality in the memory 
of Paris when he sank to rise no more in a 
grand struggle to rescue a young girl. 
Heroes were born every second from the 


endeavors were of small practical power 
against. the inexorable sweep of the flames. 

This dearth of water was not an accident 
of the moment, but an evil that has been 
allowed to exist for years. It was responsi- 
ble for many of the horrors in the destrue- 
tion of the Opéra Comique, and there has 
been a constant but futile agitation ever 
since for a reform which would insure the 
people more adequate protectiou from fire. 
Probably the reform will now be effected, 
but it will come, if it does at all, at an awful 
cost of noteworthy lives. It is also a mat- 


ter of surprise that the French authorities, 


who are usually so careful of human life, 
should have allowed any fire in what was 
at best a tinder box. \

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COOK COUNTY APPORTIONMENT. 

The plan for the Congressional reappor- 
tionmént of this county, which has been 
substantially agreed on, seems to be per- 
fectly fair. The Democrats cannot call it 
a gerrymander, for it will give them under 
all circumstances all they are entitled to. 

The proposed apportionment is as follows: 

First—Fourth, Thirty-first, Thirty-second, Thir- 
ty-third, and Thirty-fourth Wards, the Towns of 
Lemont, Paios, Worth, Calumet, Orland, Bremen, 
Thornton, Rich, and Bloom. Population, 160,000, 
and Republican. 

Second—Tenth, Twenty-eighth, and Thirtieth 
Wards, and the Towns of Lyons, Riverside, Pro- 
viso, Cicero, Leyden, Norwood Park, Evanston, 
New Trier, Niles, Northfield, Maine, Wheeling, 
Elk Grove, Palatine, Schaumberg. Barrington, 
Hanover, and Lake. Republican. 

Third—The Twenty-fourth, First, Second, Third, 
and Seventh Wards, and that part of the Fifth 
lying east of Stewart avenue. Democratic. 

Fourth—The Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, 
Fifteenth, and Twenty-seventh Wards. Repub- 
loan. 

Fifth— The Eleventh, Sixteenth, 
Eighteenth, and Nineteenth Wards. Democratic. 

Sixth—The Sixth, Eighth, Ninth, and Twen- 
ty-ninth Wards, and that part of the Fifth Ward 
west of Stewart avenue. Democratic. 

Seventh—Twentieth, Twenty-first, Twenty-sec- 
ond, Twenty-third, Twenty-fifth, and Twenty- 
sixth Wards. Republican. 


If the Democrats carry the county by a 
fair majority they will get four out of the 
seven districts, If the vote is quite close 
they will get three Representatives at least. 
In the event of a landslide-like that of 1802 
the Democrats will probably carry five dis- 
tricts. 

In the. dispatches the proposed Seventh 
District is described as Republican. It is 
made up of the Twentieth, Twenty-first, 
Twenty-second, Twenty-third, Twenty- 
fifth, and Twenty-sixth Wards. But in 
1892 those wards gave Cleveland 6,000 ma- 
jority. The Republicans can carry the dis- 
trict ordinarily, but will have to work hard 
to do it. 

By the new apportionment Lake County 
is made part of a country district. That is 
proper. The population of this county is 
so large that it is entitled to seven members 
Cook County has now 1,800,000 inhabitants, 
or on the average over a quarter of a million 
to the district, whereas in the rest of the 
State the average will not much exceed 
150,000 to the district. 

The new districts are laid out well 
geographically. Only one ward—the Fifth 
—is divided, and that is divided on a rail- 
road street.

THE “REVENGE” LIBEL BILL. 

Yesterday the Senate passed its revenge 
bill“ —the new libel bill—which is designed 
to make it unsafe to comment on the bood- 
ling exploits of legislators. Sixteen votes 
were cast against the bill and twenty-seven 
for it. Of the twenty-seven twenty-three 
voted for the Humphrey bills and have been 
criticised therefor by the press and the 
public. They have been denounced in hand- 
bills, in resolutions, and by speakers at 
ma ss-meetings. 

They do not relish this treatment and do 
not propose to submit to it if they can help 
it. They do not intend to have the truth 
told about them. Even though they betray 
their constituents the latter must not mur- 
mur, under penalty of fine and imprison- 
ment. 3 

The bill which the angry and corrupt Sen- 
ate passed yesterday enables any country 
member whose vote for a boodle measure 
is criticised by a speaker at a public meeting 
in Chicago to have that speaker indicted 
where the member lives and dragged off to 
the complainant’s home to answer there 
for the crime of having exercised the right 
of free speech. 

This is only one of the vicious propositions 
it contains, which have been concocted for 
the purpose of suppressing expressions of 
opinion regarding the conduct of legislative 
Judases. It is to be a crime henceforth to 
criticise Humphrey or Littler.

THE JUDICIAL APPORTIONMENT. 

Tuesday the Supreme Court now sitting 
at Mount Vernon was asked to issue a writ 
of mandamus requiring Secretary of State 
Rose to receive and place on file nominating 
certificates of Democratic candidates for 
the Circuit bench, according to oid district 
lines. At the same time the applicant for 
the writ, who represents the Democratic 
State Central committee, filed a brief in 
which he takes the ground that the judicial 
apportionment act passed two weeks ago is 
inoperative, and that elections cannot be 
held under it.

Meagher Defends the Bilis. 

James Meagher, representing the Chicago 
gas companies, ald in part: 

“ The first gentleman who spoke thought 
that 82 cents was the proper price and the 
second gentleman deemed 68 cents a proper 
price. The gentlemen who have preceded 
me on the opposite side of this question have 
presented statements that I know to be with- 
out foundation.“ 

Mr. Meagher then referred to the suit 
brought by H. C. Rew against the gas trust, 
A resulted in the abolishment of the 

ust. 

1 “That same gentleman,” he continued, 
“is in this room backing up these men who 
Are selling gas at $1.50 a thousand in the 
Town of Cicero, which is just across the 
street from us. Now, I will leave it to you, 
gentlemen, to decide who is here with honest 
motives. Is it these reformers who come 
here to tell you what to do? 

In 1892 the present contract was made 
with the City Council. It was only made 
for one year, as that was the limit. It was 
agreed then in 1898 that $1.25 would be the 
rate, and that gas should be reduced each 
year until it was brought down to $1. On 
top of this agreement the gas companies 
were to pay 3% per cent on their gross earn- 
ings into the City Treasury. Since this con- 
tract was entered into the gas companies 
have paid into the City Treasury of Chicago 
over $1,000,000. This bill provides that this 
34% per cent on the gross earnings shall be a 
perpetual asset on the City of Chicago, which 
will never be less than $175,000 per annum. 

The old gas trust is absolutely dissolved. 
The security-holders of these companies 
have been subject to attack of geome kind 
everywhere, and now we ask for relief.“ 


Fait Price for Gas. 

Senator Mahoney asked Mr. Rew what he 
considered a fair price for gas? 

He replied that it depended on the ter- 
ritory and said that from 80 cents to $3 
should be the price. 

Senator Crawford then moved that the 
consolidation bill be reported out favorably. 
He said in part: 

“ This, bill is simply to enable consolida- 
tion. e impression that it provides for 
the consolidation of companies in the same 
territories is false. The People’s Gas and 
Coke company are the sole occupants on the 
West Side. It would not cut off competi- 
tion, but would enable the companies to do 
legally what they are now doing under a 
ban. It was carefully drawn and submitted 
to eminent lawyers, who belleve that every- 
thing necessary to the protection to the 
people has been put into the bill and that 
the interests of the people would not be 
hurt. Let the members of the Civic Federa- 
tion go to the Common Council if they wish 
to fix the price of gas. This is absolutely 
an unwarranted and unjust attack. If this 
bill becomes a law no one will know it by. 
the addition of any burdens. 

Senator Crawford’s motion was carried by 
a vive voce vote. 

Senator Crawford then called up the gas 
frontage bill and it was ordered favorably 
reported by a vive voce vote. 


FEDERATION OF LABOR T0 Alb TANNERS 


Special Meeting of the Chicago Branch 
‘Will Meet on Sunday to Take 
Formal Action. 


Two thousand tannery employés of Chi- 
cago, who have been on strike for several 
weeks, are to be given the moral and financial 
support of the American Federation of 
Labor. A special meeting of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor has been called for next 
Sunday to formulate plans for a vigorous 
campaign against the employing tanners’ 
combine. 

Adam Menchie, Chairman of the Special 
Investigating committee, said last night: 

“The Chicago employing tanners have 
taken an arbitrary stand, and have refused 
all fair means to secure a settlement. The 
American Federation of Labor will be glad 
to take a hand in the fight. 

The issue ig a proposed return to the ten- 
hour work day, and the Federation is fight- 
ing for a universal eight-hour work day: 
It is a battle for a principle, and we will win 
or make a fight that will live in the history 
of the shorter work day movement.“ 

The strikers appealed to the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor last Sunday, and the local 
representatives of the American Federation 
of Labor decided to invoke the aid of Presi- 
dent Gompers and the Executive committee. 
Formal action will be taken at the epecial 
meeting next Sunday. 

It ie probable the first question considered 
will be the relief of families made destitute 

h the strike. Then, it is said, an ef- 
fort will be made to settle the difficulty. 
Failing in that, it is said, a boycott will be 
placed on the product of Chicago tanneries 
and leather goods produced by the firms in- 
volved. 

Boss tanners have absolutely refused to 
arbitrate, or to recognize any of the unions 
involved in the strike. 

The strike situation in the building trades 
is apparently growing more serious, and 
rumors of a general strike or lockout were 
again in circulatien in “ labor row” last 

ht. 

the plumbers’ and steamfitters’ unions 
sent telegrams to a dozen cities yesterday 
declaring strikes wherever Chicago firms 
have contracts under way.

LIBEL BILL Is PASSED 


HUMPHREYITE SENATORS TAKE RE- 
VENGE ON NEWSPAPERS. 


Senator Sparks Is Particularly Exer- 
cised Over the Dollar Signs on the 
Posted Bills—Senator Warder Op- 
poses the Bills and Warns the Sen- 
ate That It Lays Itself Open to Crit- 
icism for Passing Bills to Revenge 
Personal Wrongs. 


Springfield, III., May 5.—[{Spéciak]—The 
Senators who voted for the Humphrey bills 
are trying to get even with the newspa- 
pers. They passed a new libel bill today 
and sent it over to the House. It went 
through the Senate post haste, having been 
introduced less than two weeks ago. It 
won't travel so fast in the House. It re- 
ceived twenty-seven affirmative votes and 
about every man who voted for it was a 
Humphreyite. Everybody supposed the bill 
would get thirty-five votes by the way the 
men who were behind it talked. They said 
they had the whole earth and that two- 
thirds of the Senate was for it. Yet when 
it came to a pinch they had but two more 
than a majority of the Senate and they had 
to. work like good fellows to hold these in 
line. Many of the Senators who voted for 
the measure confess its manifest injustice. 
Senator Warder made a strong speech 
against the measure, which was pushed 
by Senators Mahoney and Sparks. But 
what was the use of Warder making all 
this talk? He did the best he could, it is 
true, but the Senate was against him. 

Mahoney Opens the Ball. 

The bill was called up as a special order, 
when Senator Mahoney obtained the floor 
and said: 

T have never been freer from malice in 
my life than now so far as this bill is con- 
cerned. When the original libel bill was 
passed I opposed it without any malice on 
the ground of equality, as I could not see 
any reason for giving the newspapers any 
greater privilege than the individual, end 
at that time I opposed what is commonly 
known as the libel law of 1895. I believe, in 
‘view of all that has been printed ir the last 
two years, it is evident that the law of 1895 
has opened the way for newspapers to as- 
sault corporations and individuals. A pun- 
ishment of a fine of $1,000 and imprisonment 
for one year, in my estimation, is small when 
they have the power to blacken the charac- 
ters of individuals. I helieve in giving the 
press all the freedom necessary to print the 
news and keep the people informed as to the 
workings of public men, but they should not 
have the power to blacken any man’s char- 
acter. I understand that the side I am tak- 
ing is the unpopular one. If I was publish- 
ing a newspaper I would want all the priv- 
ileges I could get, and I don't blame the 
newspapers for wanting special privileges. 

Warder Opposes the Bill. 
Senator Warder opposed the bill and said: 
The gentleman from Cook (Mahoney) 
Has told you that he opposed the present libel 
law because he thought it unfair and unjust 
and discriminating. For that reason he 
hoped that this bill would become a law. 
This question has been before this session 
of thp Legislature a number of times and it 
was thought when the repeal bill was re- 
ferred to the committee that the matter was 
Gisposed of entirely. A number of Senators 
have seen fit, though, to present this bill, 
which not only repeals the present lew, but 
places on the statute books a new law which 
discriminates against the press. In this bill 
the entire rule of getting jurisdiction is al- 
tered and revolutionized and the defendant 
is discriminated against. I am not here to 
defend any paper and will maintain the 
‘rights of an individua! as far as any man. 
This bill has deen hurried into the Senate in 
the spirit which did not intend to protect 
the people. It is a revolutionary measure, 
and introduced for the purpose of punishing 
individual wrongs. If any member of this 
Senate has been Injured the courts are open 
for his redress. This bill provides that a per- 
gon of Cairo can for any publication in a Chi- 
cago paper bring suit in Alexander County 


and compel the paper to come down there 


and defend the suit whether there is any- 
thing in it or not. If this bill was introduced 
in good faith, why did you not repeal the 
present law and stop there? The press will 
now have good cause to criticise the actions 
of this Senate. 

“The press is the avenue through which 
reforms are accomplished. Take away the 
power of the press and you turn back the 
hand on the dial plate of civilization.” 

Sparks Objects to Dollar Signs. 

Senator Sparks then obtained the floor 
and said: 

I do not agree with my friend, Senator 
Mahoney, when he says that if he was the 
publisher of a newspaper he would want 
all the power he could get. I do not want 
the power to injure any man. Nor do I 
agree with Senator Warder when he says 
that we should go to Chicago to prosecute 
a newspaper. I will ask him how he would 
like to have a lot of scurrilous matter 
printed about him and pasted on billboards 
to be gazed at and read by every one. I 
dare say he would not like it, and I believe 
it is but just that these papers sheuld be 
compelled to defend a suit where the dam- 


age has been done. It’s not new with me 


that I oppose this assumed control of the 
newspapers. For years they Tave heen 
abusing the government, and have cost it 
millions of dollars and hundreds of thou- 
sands of lives. During the war thearrogant 
style of certain newspapers came very near 
destroying this government. Who control 
these newspapers? Some thirty men in the 
City of Chicago. They send out articles 
printed in bold type and marked with dol- 
lar signs accusing members of this Senate 
with theft. Shall we not have a law to 
bring them down? My friend, Senator War- 
der, says that the Humphrey bills have 
brought about this bill. That is probably 
true, and it may be a good thing that it 
has.“ 
Defends Humphrey Bills. 

„These bills have been misrepresented in 
the newspapers. They have been garbled, 
and you cannot show me a paper in which the 
bills have been printed as they really are. 
It is fresh in men’s memories that a paper in 
St. Louis cost two lives. A man who had 
been slandered by this paper went into the 
office to demand a retraction, when the 
editor,. who was prepared for him, opened 
fire and shot him dead. The editor was 
freed on the plea of self-defense. This same 
paper abused a certain Judge in St. Louis 
until he was so crazed that he committed 
suicide.’’

Ambiguous Words Used in Utterances 
te the People, but Strictly Legal 
Terms Employed in the Humphrey 
Measures—North Side Transfer Sys- 
tem Explained by C. . Affeld— 

Practically Useless to Patrons—Fitf- 
teen Miles for Five Cents Ridiculed.

These Humphrey bills people,” said E. 
B. Smith, “ as Tun Taru has just shown, 
are slippery and elastic in their definitions 
ot vital terms. They keep talking in one 
way to the public, but in their bills they are 
less glowing but more serious. Here is an- 
other point to illustrate: In thé pamphlet, 
answered by the Committee of 100, they say 
charters ought to be perpetual, and they in- 
sinuate that they are merely asking for pro- 
tection of their charters when they ask for 
extension of their Hoenses to use the streets 
of Chicago without its consent and withour 
decent compensation. 


“ Charter” and “Ordinance.” 

However, in their bille they do not use the 
the word ‘ charters ’—which means only au- 
thority to be corporatione—but a word with 
which they have full legal acquaintance— 
‘ordinances —and the terme of compensa- 
tion are worded so as to make the ‘ ordi- 
nances’ inviolable contracts. 

“ As for ‘ gross earnings,’ the courts would 
never settle the definition by looking up 
dictionaries, or accepting abstract popular 
definitions, but would examine the street 
car companies’ reports way back, find out 
what had deen the technical usages, and 
what ‘ gross Were in their spe- 
cial systems of accounting. When we an- 
swered their pamphlet we answered it ac- 
cording to ite own wording, and did not 
notice that the expression ‘ gross receipts,’ 
which is used, was not in the bill also. I 
am glad that Tun TriIsun® has discovered 
this in time.“ 

Ali. Harlan said: It has been the cus- 
tom of the Council to cause the words 
‘gross receipta’ to be inserted in all ordi- 
nances providing for percentages of compen- 
sation, as it has been generally recognised 
that this was the only expression which was 
not ambiguous and over which there could 
arise no contest. Why did Mr. Yerkes use 
the words gross earnings,’ undess he sought 
to gain an advantage from the ambiguity?” 


Chinese Puzsie Transfer System. 


C. E. Affeld spoke as follows on North 
Side transfers: 

“The system of transfers on the North 
and West Sides has so many strings tied 
to it and is such a Chinese puzzle that it 
is practically useless to its patrons. For 
instance, on the cable lines on Clark, Wells, 
or Clybourn, it is impossible to get transfers 
on east or west cross streets, except at 
North avenue, and that only on a Clark 
street car. If North avenue is passed on a 
Wells street car the transfer cannot be ob- 
tained. The came is true of Chicago ave- 
nue, where you can only get a transfer 
north or south on a Wells street car. A 
person living on Center, Webster, or Ful- 
lerton wishing to go to Belmont and Ra- 
cine avenues would have to pay 15 cents 
to get there. If he took his wife and two 
children the round trip would be $1.20, and 
few people get wages which would enable 
them to cali this a bagatelle. People of 
moderate means cannot afford to live in 
such neighborhoods of the North Side.“

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AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


HARRIET PRESCOTT SPOFFORD'S 
BRIEF, PRETTY STORY. 


“Am Inheritance” Brings Together a 
Case of Moral Uplift and a Case of 
Family Degeneracy and Develops 
Some Interesting Matrimonial Ques- 
tions—B. E. J. Copes and His “ Mili 
of Silence” Furnish Some British 
Melodrama, Served Piping Hot. 


NE may be pretty 
eure of finding a 
bright, strong story 
inside of any book 
bearing the name of 
Harriet Prescott 
Spofford on.its cov- 
ers, and An In- 
heritance,“ just add- 
ed to the Scribners’ 
Ivory series, is no 
exception to the 
rule. Its scenes are 
laid in a New Ent 
gland village within 
reach of Boston, and 
the disturbing mo- 

tives that keep the story in motion are a 
certain self-condemnatory letter and a case 
of undesirable heredity. 

The “ inheritance referred to in the title 
may refer either to the estate bequeathed to 
Miss Barbara Camperdoun by her cousin or 
to the epileptic strain in the Camperdoun 
blood, which had once caused Mise Barbara 
to reject her ~ousin’s proffer of marriage, 
and which later interferes with her match- 
making plans for her niece, Luisa. It certainly 
was an untoward fact in the family history 
of the Camperdouns that there had been in 
every generation “some who had them- 
selves pulled down the eternal shadows 
about them with their own hands 

When Miss Barbara came to examine the 
papers of her deceased cousin she found 
among them an old letter written to him 
many years before by his bosom friend and 
neighbor, Dr. John Donner, in which that 
young man had announced his marriage, 
frankly disclosing the fact that his object 
had been to get his young wife’s “ pot of 
money,“ describing her as a woman who 
looks at life through the narrow chink of a 
church door,” and ending with the philo- 
sophie remark: O, well, it’s a hard world, 
and very few of us get out of it alive.” 

At this point Mrs. Spofford goes back a 
generation and takes up the thread of this 
interesting match. It is not long before 
John Donner’s low habits bring him home 
in a state of intoxication, in which he re- 
veals to his fond young wife the Same ideas 
that he had put into the letter to his friend. 
It is a strong bit of idealistic writing, in 
which the author depicts the bravery of 
Nancy Donner in keeping her sad secret 
and in gradually winning her husband’s 
love and arousing his higher ambitions. One 
can but-idmire Mrs. Spofford’s royal op- 
timism in her treatment of this theme, and 
her fine idyllic touches in developing the 
story of the husband’s regeneration. 

And so Dr. Donner develops into a fine 
ideal character. As one of the village wom- 
en says, He's hed his part ith publishers 
an’ sinners, but now he's gone on.” 
Despite oit’s too ready and cynical com- 
ment as to the improbability of such a trans-

formation the thing is far from impossible. 


Indeed, it seems quite natural in the presence 
of such a beautiful character as Mrs. Spof- 
ford makes of Nancy Donner. Besides, 
there is a large fund of natural good in a 
skilled doctor who has it in him to say: 

“When I come to the bedsides of the 
people, with nothing but my small skill be- 
tween them and the power of the pest, I feel 
like a worm with a foot hanging over me 
And when I have made a cure, if I have 
made it, I only feel like the same worm 
that the foot has failed to tread on.”’ 

At the close the story returns to the 
younger generation and deals’ with the love 
of Dr. Donner's son for the rector’s daugh- 
ter, into which comes the marring presence 
of the vivacious Luisa Camperdoun. Luisa’s 
catch pleases her aunt, Miss Barbara, and 
the climax is reached when she goes to Dr. 
Donner to arrange the details for the 
match and is met with an uncompromising 
refusal, chiefly because of the dark strain 
in the Camperdoun blood. Miss Barbara's 
prompt threat to show to Dr. Donner’s wife 
his despicable youthful letter if he will not 
permit his son’s marriage to Luisa brings 
the story to a close in a way that is ade- 
quate and satisfactory. 

Mrs. Spofford’s optimism is as healthful as 
it is strong. There is a vivifying breeze as 
from June meadows blowing through this 


. Story. It belongs to the things not great, yet 


possessing an air that gets into the moral 
lungs and tends to awake a feeling that life 
is worth living, and living greatly. 

—— 

If it were necessary to acquire a love for 
blood and thunder in fiction ‘‘ The Mill of 
Silence ’’ [Rand-McNally], by B. E. J. Copes, 
would afford a post-graduate course in those 
two commodities. At intervals somebody 
must die, and when thereis any doubt about 
what else must be done it is usually solved 
by having a good display of electricity. 

The story is one of mystery, and the one 
that is solved is, though intricate, as nothing 
in comparison with the reason behind the 
title. The particular mill about which the 
plot is woven is never silent from the open- 
ing of the narrative until the next to the last 
chapter. Possibly the author had heard of 
Sudermann’s story with a similar name and, 
like the Kansan, his daughter, and the bottle 
with “ neuralgia ’’ on it, applied the title to 
the offspring of his fancy. 

The novel can be studied with reference to 
construction also. No fewer than three dis- 
tinct tales are interwoven—for the most part, 
it is to be feared, to expand the book to the 
requisite size. But, all these things apart, 
it must still be admitted that those who like 
melodrama of the British variety, and like 
it good and hot, may here find it served and 
seasoned to suit them.

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CRUEL METHOD OF GATHERING AIGRETS 


Illinois Audubon Society Cites an Ob- 
ject Lesson in the Unnatural Butch- 
ery of the Parent Herons. 


The Illinois Audubon Society is circulating 
the following letter, received from Lake 
City, Fla., in the hope that the story it tells 
will appeal to women who have so far re- 
frained from joining the movement for the 
protection of birds: 

“T lived six years in South Florida, at 
Fort Myers, Lee County. It is the largest 
market for egrets in the State, and I have 
often thought if you ladies only knew in 
what manner your beautiful hat trimmings 
were secured you would forever lay them 
aside. The time of year they are obtained 
is during the breeding season. The birds 
collect in droves of hundreds and retire to 
the remote recesses of the Florida ever- 
glades. The places they select for their nests 
are called rookeries. Here they build on 
live-oak and cypress trees. It is during this 
season of nesting that their plumes are most 
valuable. | 

„ have seen these algrets sold in Myers 
by the thousand. But, ladies, the cruel mode 
of securing these ornaments for your hats 
is what should stir your pity for the inno- 
cent, slaughtered birds. There are men who 
make it a business, and the remnant of the 
Seminole Indians are more adept at it than 
their white neighbors. 

“Generally two men go together in a 
small sloop down among the Ten Thousand 
Islands, going as far into the interior as 
their vessel will allow. When their sloop 
is anchored they take to a small boat, well 
provisioned, and start inland, up bayous and 
small streams, until a rookery is discovered, 
which is done by watching the direction of 
the flying egrets. The men enter upon their 
work early in the morning, armed with the 
smallest 22-caliber gun, with the least load 
of powder that will drive the ball, so as not 
to make any noise from the report of the gun. 

“ The ds mostly have younglings in 
their nests, and early morn is their feeding 
time. The poor creatures are shot right out 
of their nests and the young egrets are left 
to dia In this way hundreds are killed in a 
single rookery. Tou can imagine the slaugh- 
ter if only the parent bird was killed, but 
when each egret in full plumage is shot two 
little young beauties are left in the nest to 
starve.

, Sible objection could be urged. The berries 


were particularly bright and healthy look- 


Shippers report that early predictions of 
a good crop still hold good. From present 
appearances the yield promises to be fully 
up to expectations, while the quality of the 
fruit will not be surpassed by any coming 
into the market. 

A TRIBUNE correspondent at Traverse City, 
Mich., writing on the potato situation, says: 
*. Careful investigation shows that up to 
date the Southern floods have not influenced 
Northern Michigan. farmers to increase their 
acreage of potatoes. For two years the 
prices have been ruinously low, and this year 
the majority have made up their minds to 
plant only three-fourths as much as in previ- 
ous years. The idea is.beginning to dawn 
upon. some that there may. be a good thing 
for them in a heavier crop, on account of the 
probable Southern demand, but nearly all 
will stick to their original plan. The acre- 
age this year on the farms between Petoskey 


on the north and Grand Rapids on the south 


will average not more than three-fourths as

Chicago’s Mability for property damages, 
aggregating $1,000,000, during the Debs riots 
of 1894, and the constitutionality of the 
statute fixing such liability on the city, are 
the questions before Judge Adams in the 
suit of the Manhattan Cement company 
against the municipality. 

The cage. is a test, and upon it hinge suits 
as follews: | 

Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. Louie rail- 
road company, $750,000; Swift & Co., $30,000; 
the Burlington railroad, $50,000; Illinois Cen- 
tral, $100,000; Grand Trunk, $50,000. 

The case of the cement company was sub- 
mitted to the court without a jury, and with- 
out question as to the facts. 

The cement company has its plant at Forty- 
peventh street and the Fort Wayne tracks, 
and on July 6, 1894, it had twocars of cement 
standing on a siding at its factory. The 
cars were not in transit, but had been filled 
ready for shipment, when a gang of rioters 
burned the cars. The city admitted the 
facts as to the destruction of the property, 
but put in a plea that the law under which 
the plaintiff claims is unconstitutional. 

This law was passed shortly after the riots 
of 1877, and in effect it makes the city re- 
sponsible for the consequences of mob vio- 
lence. It binds the municipality to pay 
three-fourths of the value of property de- 
stroyed by violence, or by the act of not less 
than twelve persons acting together un- 
lawfully, the General Assembly thereby de- 
fining a mob to be not less than twelve per- 
sons. The actual value of the cement was 
but $200.

AMENDMENTS TO INTER-STATE LAW. 


Bill Framed by Merchants’ Freight 
Bureaus Soon to Be Sabmitted 
to Senator Cullom. 


The Board of Trade committee which has 
been engaged in forming a bill suggesting 
amendments to the inter-State commerce 
law has completed its task. Next Friday 
the Chicago Freight Bureau will appoint 
a committee to go to Washington and sub- 
mit the document to Senator Cullom. The 
Merchants’ Freight Bureaus of Memphis, 
Cincinnatt, Philadelphia, Richmond, Kansas 
City, and St. Louis are said to be codperat- 
ing with the Chicago Bureau. 

The Board of Trade bill does not recom- 
mend the legalization of railroad pools, but 
suggests, if such law should be enacted, the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission should 
exercise full power as to what rates and ar- 
rangements regarding transportation shall 
be made and establish maximum rates. 

The abolition of differences between the 
through rates locally and the export and 
import rates is also recommended. In other 
respects the bill is said to)be in line with the

Charges will be preferred by the Investigating 
committee of the Underwriters’ Association against 
a number of agencies for paying commissions to 
New York agents fur Chicago business. Goodwin, 
Hall & Henshaw are on trial now for this offense, 
and their case is in the hands of the Executive 
committee. Their defense is that such a payment 
is customary and they were compelled to follow 
suit in order to meet the competition. The allega- 
tion that this is the usual custom in direct viola- 
tion of the rules of the Underwriters’ Association 
has been quietly investigated, and the offenders 
will be requested to answer to the charges before 
the Investigating committee. The amount of busi- 
ness involved is considerable, including the prop- 
erty here controlled by New York parties. Ali the 
agencies were asked through the Bulletin, the 
official paper of the association, last March, if 
they are accustomed, to pay these commissions. 
The answers received will figure largely in the 
cases to be tried. The line of insurance on the 
Coliseum, amounting to $154,000, has been trans- 
fered from Chicago to New York. It has been 
written at $1.50 by the local agents and the new 
rate is considerably lower than these figures.

Edwards, Klee & Co. are placing the insurance 
on the new building of the Illinois Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank at the corner of Jackson and La Salle 
streets.

Board’s Refusal te Approve Pay- 
Roll on a Permanent Appointment 
Win Be Gist of Action—Vacant Prin-

Suit will be brought in the Supreme Court 
to test the validity of the Thornton opinion 
regarding the civil service law. This was 
decided and the manner of the bringing of 
the suit arranged at a conference between 
Mayor Harrison, Civil Service Commission- 
ers Kraus, Winston, and Washburne, and 

ration Counsel Thornton. The de- 
ar are as follows: 

The Mayor is at once to make appointments 
to all the principal! offices now vacant, such 
as Superintendent of Streets, Sewers, Water 
Office, City Engineer, etc., but, with the ex- 
ception of the water office, they will all be 
under the sixty-day clause in the civil serv- 
fee law. The Superintendent of the Water 

„ however, will be named absolutely 
and for the full term of two years. It is said 
John C. Schubert will be appointed Superin- 
tendent. 

‘Then, on June 1, when the May pay-rolls 
come before them, the Civil Service Com- 
missioners will refuse to certify to this 
_Officer’s pay on the ground he should have 
been appointed through the Civil Service 
Commissioners. instead of by the Mayor. 
Corporation Counsel Thornton will at once 
sue out a writ of mandamus in the Supreme 
Court seeking to compel the Commissioners 
to certify the pay-roll, and in this manner 
@ decision can be had and, it is thought, at 
once. > ? 

§ nie al Talent in the Case. 

As stated, Corporation Counsel Thornton 
will conduct the case on the part of the 
Mayor. No lawyer has yet been selected to 
appear for the commission, and it is not 
thought Commissioner Kraus will act, as he 
is rather disposed to favor Mr. Thornton’s 
side of the case, although not going as far as 
the Corporation Counsel is disposed to in the 
matter. 

It is possible the Civic Federation will be 
invited to furnish the legal talent for this 
_ side of the case, or, if it is not asked to do 
this, any offer on its part to provide a lawyer 
io act for the commission, it is thought, 
would hardly be refused; the more so as 
there is no money available whereby such 
A lawyer could be paid by the city, and the 
Commissioners would hardly care to go down 
25 their gyn pockets for the necessary 
Cc n 


After the conference was over Corporation 
Counsel Thornion’s attention was called to 
the fact there were about twenty police 
Lieutenants who had passed the civil service 
examination for Captaincies and who were 

on the eligible list for such appointments. 
Consequently no such appointments could be 
made even under the sixty-day clause, out- 
side of this list, without a violation of the 
=a ihe as it was construed by the old commis- 
sion. - 

_Police Captaincies in Abeyance. 

That is so,“ said Mr. Thornton to the re- 
porter for Tu Tripune. ‘I had forgotten 
It. You can say, therefore, there Will be no 
appointments of Police Captgins made until 
we have looked into the matter further. The 
Other appointments—those to places which 

I held in my opinion tne Mayor has the right 
to ‘make—will, however, be made at once.“ 

Mayor Harrison last evening declined to 
say when these appointments will be made, 
but they Are expected before the week is out. 

Civil Service Commissioner Kraus said yes- 
terday no material change in the rulesof the 
commission would be made for some time, 
which is generally construed as meaning 
not until the test suit to be brought has been 
dec in the courts. In the meantime 
things will run along under the sixty-day 
a4 ments, which will be renewed at the 
end of every two months. 

Examinations for Promotions. | 

a a hg matter now, and one which 
will gwenerally regarded as a test of the 
sincerity of the new Commissioners and 
tue, Mayor in their latest utterances cf a 
determination to uphold and enforce the 
civil service law, is that of the ordering of 
examinations for promotions to fill places 
now held by Democratic ward workers un- 
der the sixty-day clause.

_City Collector Martin and City Clerk Loef- 
fler under this clause have discharged all 
the old employés they could and filled their 
places with Democratic workers, who may 
stay in indefinitely, although their appoint- 
monts are only for sixty days, if the Civil 
Service Commission fails to provide a list 
of cligibles for their ptaces. Consequently 
its action in the matter is being awaited 
with considerable interest by the friends 
of civil service reform. 

It is claimed for City Clerk Loefflet’s of- 
fice, which is a small one, that there are not 
enough men on the civil, service lists to 
make a class for a promotion examina- 
tion, and so-a special one will have to be 
held, to which every one will be admitted. 
In, Colieetor Martin’s office, however, prac- 
tically every clerk in the hall now on the 
civil service lists would be eligible for ex- 
amination.

KING JOHN OF DIVISION. 


USURPER WHOSE IRADES MEAN WOE 
TO MAY MOVERS IN THE STREET, 


Broom-Sceptered Emissary of the 
Standard Paving Company Drives 
Drays and Vans from the Thorough- 
fare, to the Discomfort and Expense 
of Housekeepers Who Are Chang- 
ing Domiciles—Months of Torn-Up 
Driveway. Vex the Residents. 


His throné is only a stack of cement and his 


| footstool a pile of sand, but he carries a 


debonair air and a broom for a scepter and 
is called the King of Division street. John 
Price was his name until it was changed to 
John I., and by the grace of the Standard 
Paving company he was made king of that 
part of the earth reaching from State street 
eastward to the Lake Shore drive and from 
the north curbing of Division street south 
to the curbing on the other side. Here he 
rules with his chief of staff, Policeman John- 
son. 

John the First received his throne because 
the Standard Paving company, which has 
been putting down a pavement in Division 
street since time whereof memory of man 
runneth not to the contrary, needed some 
one to shoo off Grays and wagons that 
persisted in driving in the street in spite of 
the barricades at all vulnerable points, Be- 
sides, John I. is presumably doing-the work 
of asphalting, at least he is the only thing in 
the shape of a workman that the people of 
Division street have seen for many moons. 


Warning Of the Teamsters. 


John the First’s broom is his badge of 
authority and a signal of distress. Whena 
teamster or van driver sees it he knows, or 
ought to know, that it means that Division 
street and the fullness thereof belong to the 
Standard Paving company, and. when Po- 
liceman Johnson sees it he recognizes in it 
a sign that his services are needed in repell- 
ing drays and other wheeled. things. 

For months Division street has been in a 
state of perpetual irruption. The Standard 
Paving company was given a permit to tear 
up the street and put in an asphalt pave- 
ment. The company says the work began 
in the middle of last October. But since the 
street was torn up and the blockade was 
established at all strategical points the work 
has languished. 

Residents along the street have been rea- 
sonably patient. They have kept in touch 
with the outer world through thealley. But 
when May 1 came a great many of them, 
weary of watching Mr. Price in his great act 
of putting down, alone and unaided, three 
blocks of asphalt pa vement, decided to move. 
Then there was trouble. 

Pats a Clog on Moving. 

Between the mover and the moving van 
stood King John and his broom. No wheeled 
things of any size, nature, or description 
could get into that street until the Standard 
Paving company got through with it.“ Peo- 
ple who wanted to move wept, but the land- 
lords smiled. It looked like a pretty good 
way to keep tenants. 

But the people moved anyhow, though 
some of them were four or five days at it. 
Where possible the vans were backed up in 
the alley, but in most cases the bulk of the 
household goods was carried down the street 
and exposed to thé view of the world before 
the things were finally leaded in the drays 
which waited for them at the nearest cor- 
ner. For many daysthe weary procession of 
tired men, indignant housewlves, and weary 
maid sérvants paced down Division street 
carrying rugs, jardiniéres, cream cheese, 
coffee pots, sofa pillows, pussy cats, felt 
slippers, and other domestic bric-a-brac. 

Time and again has some bold driver dis- 
regarded the barricades and driven into the 
disputed territory only to be turned back 
by King Price and his broom. And if Pfice 
and the broom couldn’t do it the law was in- 
voked and Policeman Johnson would drive 
the invader over the frontier. 


Driver Beards King John. 

Only one man has succeeded thus far in 
gaining an“ entrance for his wagon. train. 
When Druggiet Frank Fuller moved from 
No. 608 his vans were repulsed, but at noon 
they started across again and the profane 
wheels actually crunched on the Standard 
Paving company’s nice pebbles. King Price 
sent in a riot call which was responded to by 
Policeman Johnson. But the van man pulled 
out an order signed by the Mayorand giving 
full right to enter the street and then have 
safe conduct to the rear. 

The alleys in the rear of the houses in Di- 
vision street were not designed for ail the 
purposes for which a street is intended. 
The one on the south side begins in Elm 
street, near State. It makes a sudden sally 
a few yards from Elm street and turns and 
runs behind the houses which front in Di- 
vision street. The farther end is now block- 
aded and when the trucks and grocery wag- 
ons arrive there they can amuse themselves 
for the next fifteen minutes in trying to 
turn around and get back the same way 
they came in. When-the end of the alley is 
filled with three-horse moving vans, drays, 
milk and butcher wagons, King Price, his 
broom, and Policeman Johnson, the attend- 
ant confusion is something to wonder at. 


Paving Company’s Anti-Moving Tale. 

President Alexander Jinks of the Stand- 
ard Paving company says he is aware that 
the street has been blockaded for a long 
time. ty 

But it is not our fault,“ he explained. 
** We started the work in October, intending 
to finish it last fall. But Commissioner 
Downey stopped us because he was afraid 
the frost would come early and spoil the 
pavement. This spring we have not only 
been kept back by the bad weather, but by 
other causes. We purpose going at it today, 
however, and hope to finish within six days.“ 

According to King Price dampness is the 
greatest drawback to successful asphalting. 
Every time everything gets ready for the 
top layer it seems that either a rain or a fog 
comes along, or somebody who wants to 
move comes out and weeps and everything 
is all off, . 

So King Price still reigns. He is polite 
about it, but he is inexorable, and tenante 
who would move have to tote their goods. 


LUBTGERT SAUSAGE. COMPANY PAILS 


Assignment Made to Judge Vincent— 
Assets Placed at $254,000 and 
Liabilities 880,000. 


The A. L. Luetgert Sausage and Packing 
company made an assignment in the County 
Court yesterday to Judge William A. Vin- 
cent. The assets are placed at $254,000, 
while the liabilities are said to be about 
$80,000. The assignment is for the benefit 
of all creditors. 

‘the assignment an execution was 
placed in the hands of the Sheriff, who made 
a levy on the real estate of the corporation. 
The Foreman Bros.’ Bank also took posses- 
sion of the plant of the corporation under a 
chattel mortgage. The plant is at Diversey 
street and the Chicago and Northwestern 
tracks. The real estate is valued at over 
$300,000, while the stock and plant is esti- 
mated at $75,000. : 

It is said the company was to have been 
cold to an English syndicate, but the deal 
fell through.
